BATTLE WITH INDIANS 


United States Troops Engaged 
in Fight in Utah. 


THREE REDSKINS ARE SLAIN 


Mother One 
Is Wounded and Ten 
More Are Captured, Among Them 


Being Their Troublesome 
Leader. 


More Trouble Is Feared. 


W ashington. Nov. I.—U nited S tates 
troops, after fighting a battle In South­ 
ern I ’tah In w hich three* Indians w ere 
killed and a fourth wounded, hold as 


I. prisoner one of the most m ysterious 
m d p ersisten t trouble m a k e rs with 
whom the federal authorities have had 
to contend for m any years. 
News 
of 
th e 
battle, 
which 
took 
place several days ago, w as conveyed 
to the Indian bureau in a teleg ram 
from Superintendent Shelton of the 
San Ju a n agency. 
T he a rm y com­ 
mand consisted of four officers, seven­ 
ty-four m en and three Indian scouts. 
The telpggram to the Indian bureau, 
which w as dated at Ship Rock, N. AI., 
tallows: 
“The 
troops 
have retu rn ed 
from 
Southern 
U tah. 
They a rre ste d 
By* 
mile and nine other Indians. 
T h ree 
others w ere killed and 
o i k * wounded 
while shooting at the Indians. 
The 
Indians a re quiet and I do not antici­ 
pate fu rth er trouble, unless it be from 
the Black M ountain Indians.” 
T his 
is 
the 
first inform ation 
r e ­ 
reived here regarding the encounter. 
The officials of the Indian b u reau a s­ 
sume that 
th e killed and 
wounded 
were 
Indians. 
Bylillie, 
th e 
captive 
named in th e Ship Rock dispatch, is 
accounted 
a wizard by th e Indians 
and a “bad Indian" by the b u reau of­ 
ficials. 
The Indians taken into cu sto rv are 
part of a band of Navajoes th a t have 
bc'Ui m ak in g trouble on the Navajo 
reservation in N orthw estern New' Mex­ 
ico 
and 
N o rth eastern 
Arizona. 
For 
some tim e a num ber of Indians, under 
the leadership of Bylillie, have been 
creating d isturbances because of their 
disinclination to observe th e regula­ 
tions of th e Indian office and th e ir ef­ 
forts lo p rev en t others of th e tribe 
from doing so. 
Made a Request for Troops. 


So pronounced have their objections 
become and so offensive th e ir actions, 
that S u p erin ten dent Shelton m ade a 
request th a t a body of soldiers be sent 
to the reservation. 
T roops I and K 
of th e Fifth cavalry, under th e com ­ 
mand of C aptain H. O. W illard, w ere 
dispatched from Fort W ingate, N. AI., 
to Aneth, U tah. 
It was understood at th a t tim e th at 
they would simply go through the In- 
idan coun try on a practice m arch, and 
it w as not intended th a t th e ir pres­ 
ence should m ean any m ore than a 
dem onstration 
to 
the 
Indians, 
Mr. 
Shelton’s idea being that th e m ere 
sight of th e soldiers w'ould have a 
quieting 
effect 
upon 
th e 
tu rb u le n t 
m em bers of the tribe. 
T he 
friendly 
Indians 
have 
m ade 
m any 
req uests that 
Bylillie be re­ 
moved from th e reservation, and on a 
previous occasion he was driven out 
with the adm onition not to return. 
It is presum ed th a t w hen th e troops 
appeared he m et them w ith force of 
arm s and w as captured w hile fighting, 
but not before four of his followers 
had fallen. 
T here w*as an intim ation from Mr. 
Shelton 
of possible fu rth er 
trouble 
from som e of the Black M ountain N av­ 
ajoes, but th e officials of th e Indian 
office a re not apprehensive on th a t 
score.

W ashington, Nov. I.— T h e re are in­ 
dications 
th a t 
Secretary T a f t’s de­ 
cision to recur to his original itinerary 
and sail from Manila for Vladivostok 
on his hom ew ard journey next Mon­ 
day, Instead of th e week following as 
he suggested to the president, was 
after all based upon international and 
not dom estic consideration. 
Soon after it had become officially 
known th a t he intended to retu rn to 
A m erica by way of Siberia and Eu- 
rope the foreign offices of 
various 
countries which lie would 
probably 
traverse on his way to th e Atlantic 
seaboard began to in te re st them selves 
in his itinerary. 
Diplomatic rep resen ­ 
tatives of som e European governm ents 
have already been m aking inquiries at 
W ashington as to the itin erary pre­ 
lim inary to extending to him formal 
invitations to their various capitals. 
It has been found quite Im possible for 
an official of his high ra n k to visit 
one E uro pean country as the guest of 
the 
sovereign w ithout visiting 
the 
capitals of 
other countries 
through 
which he m u st pass on his homeward 
Journey, go it is believed th a t all in­ 
vitations 
will 
be diplom atically 
de­ 
clined by a change in S ecretary T aft’s 
itinerary.

WANT NO CROP NEXT YEAR 


Tobacco Growers Would Make Burley 
District Unproductive. 
Shelbyville, Ky., Nov. I.— T h e N a­ 
tional T obacco G row ers’ association 
unanim ously adopted resolutions de­ 
claring a g ain st the raising of a crop 
5f hurley tobacco next year. 
Tho adoption of th e resolution as 
lo nonproduction of tobacco in the 
burley d istrict sets at re s t all doubts 
as to the a ttitu d e of th e national as­ 
sociation. 
It wag pointed out that while there 
is an oversupply—of tobacco in tin* 
burley district, there is a scarcity of 
the w eed in the dark d istricts and 
nonproduction would do no good there. 
The sam e is 'tru e of various other 
parts of th e country to such an ex­ 
tent th a t unanim ity on the p a rt of the 
m em bers 
of 
th e 
National 
Tobacco 
G rowers' association could not be «f- 
"ured on th e nonproduction plan and 
the project would be a failure as a 
national m ovem ent. 
As th e situation now stan ds, with­ 
out prospect, of change, the only non­ 
producing district will he th e burley 
district, com prising over th irty coun­ 
ties in K entucky, a few in Indiana 
and one or two in Ohio. 


BIG DEAL IN TOBACCO. 


Entire Crop in Five Kentucky Coun­ 
ties Is Purchased. 
H enderson, Ky., Nov. I.— By a deal 
consum m ated here the Im perial Tobac­ 
co com pany purchased the whole 1&07 
tobacco crop, pledged to the Am erican

H enderson, 
Union, W ebster, H opkins and C ritten­ 
den counties. 
The deal involves lfi,- 
000,000 pounds of tobacco, and will 
bring $1,500,000 of English m oney to 
theJarm erj* of this section, 
T he .price 


paid was th a t dem anded by th e fa rm ­ 
ers and Is the highest price ever paid, 
with the exception of the vvar prices. 
All equity factories and em ployes are 
taken over by tile Imperial com pany 
and will bo continued in service.

liveries will begin as soon as tile to ­ 
bacco is in order. 
T he gold will be 
shipped from England at once.

WHEN ONLY A ROY OF SIXTEEN 


He Tramped From Crow Wing to 


the Site of Brainerd Before 


a Nail Was Driven 


The famous phrase, “ All of which I 
saw and part of which I was,” which 
former United States Senator Harlan 
applied to the history of the republican 
party, could with equal justice be ap­ 
plied to the relationship between I. U. 
White and the history of the city of 
Brainerd. 
On the 20th of September, 1870. a 
boy of sixteen, but who looked to be 
20 or 21, short, stocky and broad 
shouldered, 
weighing 
close to 170 
pounds got off the stage from Sauk 
Rapids at the then frontier settlement 


I at Crow Wing, and stretching his legs, 
with his pack on his back, started 
through the pine woods rip the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
He was not starting for 
Brainerd, because Brainerd w'as not. 
Crow Wing was then the end of the 
stage ii ie, a mere settlement. 
Little 
Falls w'as unheard of and Ft. Ripley 
was true to its name, a stockade g ar­ 
risoned w’ith Uncle Sam’s soldiers sent 
here to protect the .settlers from the 
sometimes hostile Indians. 
After a 
hard tramp of several miles the lad ar­ 
rived on the site of what was after­ 
wards designated .as “ The City of the 
Pines.’’ The preliminary lines of sur­ 
vey for the Northern Pacific railroad 
had been run and the w'ork of construc­ 
tion had been commenced at Northern 
I Pacific Junction near Duluth, but the 
crossing of the Mississippi river had 
not been determined upon. 
A line had 
been run through Crow' Wing, but Mr. : 
Morrison, the owner of the site of that 
village, and the company could not 
agree on the price of the land for a 
town site and the northern route w'as 
chosen. 
On that September afternoon I 
there w’as not a building erected or one 
even started. 
Along the line of survey, 
however, there was a gathering of 
tents in w'hich w'ere a goodly number 
of hardy pioneers, w aiting for a de­ 
cision as to the location of the town 
w'hich the railroad promoters had de­ 
cided w'ould be built on the river bank 
at the point of 
crossing. 
Edward 
White, familiarly knowm to old timers I 
as “ Uncle Ed,” had precented his son 
and w’as already on the ground. 
A day 
or tw’o later the decision w’as made and 
work commenced with a will. 
The 
first w'ork on which Mr. White and his 
son were engaged was the building of 
what is still known as the old Hallett 
trading post on West Main street. 
With the exception of a small building 
erected by the late Lyman P. White as 
an office, and afterwards incorporated 
as a part of the White residence on 
North Seventh street, this was the 
first building of any kind on the site of 
the city. 
The old trading post was the first job 
on which young White worked and it 
came near being the last, in which 
event the city would have lost one who 
in after years was destined not only to 
wear the destination of being the oldest 
inhabitant, but of being one of her 
most respected business men. 
As soon 
as the location was decided upon a 
small saw mill was stuck in on the 
river bank between where the railroad 
bridge and the Laurel street wagon 
bridge now stand, and the first lumber 
sawed went to build the old trading 
post. 
It was being erected for Fuller 
and Eustiss, to be used for a saloon, 
gambling house, etc. 
A bowling alley 
was put in in connection. 
It was not a 
Bruftswick-Bolke-Collander alley, but 


J was made from lumber sawed from 
newly cut logs and dressed after it was 
laid. 
The roof of the alley was of 
slabs from LeDuce’s saw' mill. " While 
Ike was dressing the alleys the weight 
of the slabs, w’hich were green and 
right out of thew'ater, proved too much 
for the supports and the structure col­ 
lapsed burying the young man in the 
debris. 
He says now that the most 
vivid recollections he has of the acci­ 
dent are how’ badly his father was 
scared. 
He was not seriously injured, 
though he was pretty nearly gone when 
they got him out. 
The needs of the community being 
filled by the erection of a saloon and 
gambling 
house the 
luxuries 
were 
looked to and a building alongside the 
trading [lost was erected for the E. IL 
lily Mercantile company. 
Other build­ 
ings were rapidly erected and by the 
time winter closed in nearly 200 build­ 
ings, such 
as they were, had been 
erected. 
Nearly all w'ere of rough 
board sides with tent roofs stretched 
over them

that in his entire life he had never 
spent a more comfortable and agree­ 
able winter than that he spent in camp 
life. 
In March he and his father re­ 
turned to their home in Franconia, 
Minn. 
After a few weeks spent at 
home they returned and Mr. Edward 
White was appointed superintendent 
of bridges and buildings of the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad, having supervision 
of the erection of all bridges and build­ 
ings between Duluth anti Fargo. 
For 
several years his son worked with him 
and still has in his possession an annual 
pass issued by the Northern Pacific' in 
tile early seventies for “ I. I T .

New York, Nov. 1.-—Indications that 
:he available supply of cash would be 
materially Increased within a short 
limo, both by Imports of gold and tho 


ticrease of tho bank note circulation, 
md that the movement of cotton and 
?rain crops would be facilitated in 
rvei y way possible with the result of 
ncreaslng our credits abroad, are the 
(alient features of the financial situa- 
:ion. 
It seems to tie recognized ev- 
»rvwhere that the acute stage of tho 
•risis is over and that nil 
that, ro- 
•nftins is to obtain sufficient currency 
:o resume currency payments upon a 
broad scale and thus to restore con 
iitlons 
that 
prevailed 
before 
tile 
crisis. 
The 
engagem ents 
of 
gold 
modo in New York, Chicago and else­ 
where brought up the total import 
movement within the past week to 
$23,750,000. 
As the amount of gold 
will afford a im sis of credit to four 
’imes the amount, or about $95,000,- 
000, it will in itself afford much relief 
to the existing pressure. 
The action 
af the Rank of England in raising its 
ilscount rate from 4 4 to 5*2 per cent 
was in accordance with expectations 
in conservative circles. 
The fact that 
the increase was not made to 6 per 
ent and that the English rate re­ 
mains 1 per cent below th*1 German 
rate is accepted as an Indication that 
tin* situation at London is not consid­ 
ered as acute. 
The 
prompt 
response of the na­ 
tional banks throughout the country 
to

suggestion

Comptroller 
Ridgely that they should employ their 
United States bonds as largely as pos­

Mr. Vanderlip,

president of the National City bank, 
made the fruitful suggestion that tho 
savings banks would at once improve 
the general situation and add to thIr 
resources lf they would sell their hold­ 
ings of United States bonds to the na­ 
tional banks.

they do not care to sell it is believed 
they will lend the bonds to the na­ 
tional banks, as has often been done 
In the past. 


Movement of the Cotton Crop. 


Interest, is continuing to center In 
the movement of the 
cotton 
crop 
from New Orleans and other South­ 
ern points, which it is so essential 
to provide hills against the imports 
of gold. 
Secretary Cortelyou, accord­ 
ing to Washington dispatches, Is dis­ 
posed to increase deposits of public 
funds in the Southern banks as rapid­ 
ly as such funds become available. 
This will supply tho hanks with the 
stock of currency so much needed to 
handle the cotton crop, and will en­ 
able them to awalt with less em bar­ 
rassment than otherw ise the arrival 
of their cotton 1)!11h in Europe and 
the bringing back of the gold.

Orleans 
bankers which is in Washington has 
sugested that the New' York hanks 
can ease the situation by giving the 
Southern hanks credit for checks In 
foreign hanks forwarded rh soon as 
they receive telegraphic advices of the 
amounts. 
This will enable the South 
em bunks to check against such bal­ 
ances In payment of collections and
